About two thousand years ago when 


Caligula was emperor of Rome he used 
to betake himself to Lake Nemi in the 
Alban hills and laze "around over its 
cool waters on one, of his imperial 
barges. During a revolution or some 
other upheaval impossible to 
trace 


these barges were sunk. But the barges 
were carried in legend by the Italian 
people and legends grow and grow. 
At various times during the interven- 
ing centuries 'divers located the barges 
at sixty to eighty feet below the sur- 
face of the lake and the public clam- 
oured to have them raised. In imagin- 
,,ation they became loaded with gold- 
and studded with jewels but while they 
,.were easily -located it was,-impossible 
to raise them, so deeply imbedded were 
they in mud and the gathering silt of 
the ages.

interest in them. . People became en- 
thusiastic about what would be found. 
Said one inspired writer: "We shall 
see, perhaps, the cubiculum on which 
the Emperor Caligula - reclined, the 
bronze thuribulum in which incense 
was burnt before him, the statues and 
statuettes of the various gods and god- 
desses which he worshiped in a cost- 
ly little shrine next to his reclinium,

and possibly some pergamena, de- 
crees, and imperial documents, and, 
who knows, some long-lost books of 
Livy or verses of Horace or Vergil."

If representst one of • 
the few organized efforts that "man-' 
kind is making to understand the' na- 
ture of this mechanical age. of 'ours. 
We have called innumerable machines 
into being, and we have.to live-with' 
them for better or for worse; but .we 
have devoted remarkably little time to 
the job of finding out just how we can 
get along with them without getting"

for a safety movement. , The factory- 
hand worked in a small shop and gen- , 
erally used his own tools; if he were-

worker is surrounded by a multitude 
o£ whirligigs that can grind the life 
out of -him if he is not careful.

DODjGING THE ISSUE 


The suggestion of the Very Rev. 


[William Ralph Inge, England's fa- 
mous "gloomy dean," that condemned 
criminals be j allowed to commit sui- 
cide instead of being forced to wait for. 
the state to execute them with the 
rope or the electric chair is an inter- 
esting example of the way a sensitive 
mind can dodge behind a makeshift 
barrier instead of facing an issue 
squarely. 


Dean Inge, 
undoubtedly, 
was 


moved to make his suggestion because 
his.soul found something unspeakably 
repugnant in the thought of con- 
demned men waiting, day after day 
and week after week, in their cells for 
a fore-ordained violent death. But it is 
hard to see just how his proposal 
would mitigate the horrors of capital 
punishment very greatly. 


Capital punishment is bound,to be 


a harsh, repellent measure under any 
circumstances, and trying to' find 
ways of softening it is futile. Anyone 
who finds ''cleath row" too dreadful 
to think about is at liberty to work for 
the abolition of capital punishment al- 
together; but as long as the death 
penalty remains, there isn't .much use 
in trying to take the sting out of it.

On October 2, 1851, Ferdinand Foch, French 


general and . generalissimo of the allied forces 
,during the World War, was born at Tarbes, 
France.

He joined^ the French army when lie "was 19 


and fought in the war against Prussia. In 1898 
he was appointed lieutenant colonel an'd* profes- 
sor of strategy and tactics in1 the -war college at 
Paris, of which he later became commandant. 


In the early days of the invasion of .Erance 


in 1914, TTocb. stopped the great German, drive 
toward Calais and subsequently won the -victor- 
ies at "Ypres and :•!« Bassee." The plan whereby 
Joffre defeated the Germans in the battle x>f the 
Marne was largely due to Foch, who came to be 
regarded as a master tactician among the allied 
commanders. 


Placed in" 'command of the allied .armies at:a 


time .- when'; the enemy: was . threatening Paris, 
.Foch organized - for a counter-offensive. He 
blocked-the fifth great offensive of the Germans 
and began a series of continuous .attacks. "Under 
relentless pressure, the German army, beaten in 
every battle, was obliged to 'retreat from France. 


In- recognition of his .services,. lie.was created 
a marshal of -France and •later'made marshal ;in 
the British and Polish; armies. He died on March 
20, 1923.

THE MODERN TREATMENT OF 


FRACTURES. 


.The layman still cherishes his pet 


notions about broken bones. Some- 
times his doctor seems to share the 
notions. One popular notion is that 
ihere is some subtle difference be- 
tween a fracture, a break and a 
'cracked" bone. No ribs were brok- 
en, says the news item, but several 
were cracked. Perhaps this is a way 


f saying that the bone is fractured 
iut the fragments are not displaced. 
In the case of fractured rib there is 
little chance for emplacement of the 
fragments—the broken ends remain 
almost exactly together,

In many cases it will 
take a week .or more to "set"" the 
fracture—that is, to bring, the brok- 
en ends Into precise apposition for 
healing. 


Most peopleMhink what. Sectors 


call "compound" -fracture 
means 


there is more' than one break. The 
term really signifies any fracture 
with which there is a break in the 
surface, a wound, which, involves 
the possibility of infection, of course 
a more serious thing than the_mere 
mechanical injury.

Madison' —(/P)— Tests conducted 


on Wisconsin cattle show a decrease 
in bovine tuberculosis in the state,

cattle out of 32 herds were found 
to be afflicted with bovine tubercu- 
losis this year as compared with 180 
reactors in 109 heards in'192 7. Kich- 
land-co revealed 48 reactors in 25 
herds, in 1930 as compared with 849 
cattle in .331 herds in. 1927.'In Wash- 
ington-co this year 120 cattle in 52 
herds were afflicted with tubercu- 
losis, while in 1927 there uwere 531 
reactors in 209 herds.' .

Cobb and Speaker had "been re- 


leased by the clubs which they had 
been managing, Detroit and Cleve- 
land, following investigation of gam- 
bling charges made by the old Bos- 
ton pitcher, Hub Leonard, and in- 
volving the two super-stars.

Cobb and Speaker 


were cleared of charges of wrong- 
doing by an investigation conducted 
by Commissioner Landis.

Then a strict 
quarantine must be established and 


observed under the direction .of the 
family physician.

rehabilitation. Neighbors 
are 


usually prolific with advice at this 
time; suggestions ranging ^rom vio- 
lent rubbing with skunk oil, to long

nurse and a dangerous, one-for the 
patient; Follow .the doctor's advice 
only. His first task, is to make the 
patient' comfortable and the next, 
to prevent the affected muscles from 
contracting. ''.It. this occurs It may 
result in a permanent crippling of 
the.- patient.

Than Years Ago

years'ago, with wheat at about the 
present price levels, a loaf of bread 
cost five cents. It no\v costs nine 
cents. 


This is the culmination of a long 


period of intense application of la- 
bor Saving machinery to the manu- 
facture and distribution of bread. 
Here is a laboratory case in the ex- 
periment in mass production. Allow- 
ing: for the increase in average in- 
come over twenty years, the con- 
sumer sets aside 3ust about the same 
proportion of his income for this 
basic commodity. The technological 
advance has meant nothing to him. 
"Who wins? 


Farms in Ohio, Iowa, Kansas and 


other wheat growing states are ask- 
ing-this question insistently. " The 
farmers this year get $300,000,000 
less for their wheat crop than they 
did" last year. 


BOARD TOOK LOSS 


The farm loan board "bought 69,- 


000,000 bushels of wheat at $1.18, to 
stabilize the market. "With wheat 
now sagging down into the low sev- 
enties, and carrying charges added, 
the board takes a loss of nearly §40,- 
000,000. 


Nobody has been-able to peg the 


market where the farmer sells. It 
is only the market where he buys 
that remains unchanged. 


Every individual and interest who 


gets a cut in the consumer's nine 
cents, paid for a loaf of bread, has 
a plausible "out." If the leak in 
mass production is to be found, and 
the savings of machinery and science 
are to be- distributed among the con- 
sumers, it will not be found in any 
surface accounting. Summarized, the 
answer of the bakers is that even 
if flour were delivered Ire© to the 
bakery, it would still cost 4.75 cents 
to make a one pound loaf of bread 
The records of three of the largest 
baking-organizations in America, ex- 
amined today by this correspondent, 
showed approximately this figure.

Live cattle 
prices showed strength but meats 
followed the general downward trend. 


The supply of eggs, one of the 


staples of the American diet, prom- 
ises to foe abundant this coming win- 
ter at prices well under the average 
for the season. Egg prices declined 
throughout 
September. 
Usually 


prices rise during that month but 
this year the drop was 2 to 4 cents 
a dozen on nearly all grades, accor- 
ding to the department of agricul- 
ture. 
Egg consumption so far ha 1.30 


has not been large. 
The hot, dry 


weather which prevailed until the 
end of September affected egg qual- 
ity. As a result, nearby firsts were 
selling at 14 to 16J cents a dozen 
higher than a year ago and consump- 
tion of other grades fell off. Receipts 
at most of the big egg markets have 
been running heavy for the last 
month. 


SUPPLY INCREASES 


The number of eggs in storage has 


increased materially 
since 
March. 


Storage stocks now range around 10,- 
380,000 cases, or more than 30 eggs 
for every man, woman and cluld in 
the United States. This is an. increase 
of nearly 1,850,000 cases as compared 
with a year ago. 


Eggs which were stored last spring^ 


were put in at a price which, when 
added to carrying charges, permits 
httle if any profit at present quota- 
tions. Consequently, the holders are 
anxious to move them. Most of them 
must be out of storage by the end of 
next January. As soon as egg prices 
start-to improve, as they usually do 
in -winter, there will be pressure to 
move these storage stocks, so that 
the outlook for higher egg- prices is 
not bright. This of course will not 
apply to the choicest grades. 


Bacon and ham are but slightly 


higher than last year. Wheat is down 
and vegetables and fruits are in such 
supply that prices are reasonable. 
Poultry stocks are not excessive and 
consumption in the last six months 
has been sufficient to support prices 
only slightly below last year's level".

Claims Fox-Wisconsin Riv- 


ers Improvement Is As- 
sured for Future 


Plans for the development of the 


OFox-Wisconsin rivers waterway pro- 
ject are feasible and are one of the 
most important channel 
develop- 


ments proposed for this section of 
the 
United 
States, 
according to 


Oliver A. Reynolds, secretary of the 
chamber of commerce at Dubuque, 
Iowa, who'is visiting the Fox river 
valley this week. 


Mr. Heynolds is at Oshkosh where 


he is the guest of Alan H. Tripp, 
president of the Association for the 
Helief of High Water. He promised 
the cooperation of the city of Du- 
buque to the Fox river valley cities 
who are fighting for the waterways 
improvement. 
Mr. Reynolds and 


Mr. Tripp have made a trip through 
the valley, stopping: at New London, 
Appleton, and Green. Bay to survey 
the strategic points along the river 
routes. He took many photographs. 


The Dubuque man said he was 


convinced that the project is of in- 
estimable value to Wisconsin, lor 
the reason that the route is logical 
and practical. Mr. Reynolds acknowl- 
edged that his own territory, in the 
vicinity of Dubuque, will also bene- 
fit by the opening up of the Fox- 
Wisconsin barge route. 


Dubuque, Tie said, is already an 


important river terminal on the Mis- 
sissippi river, and its business would 
"be sure to increase if another travel 
lane is opened from the Wisconsin 
territory. 
The Fox-Wisconsin route, he de- 


clared, is "worth fighting for." He 
urged that capable men be appoint- 
ed to carry on the movement, and 
"bring it to the attention of govern- 
ment authorities. The proposed boat 
route is a project which deserves the 
support ot all of the people of this 
territory. 


A waterway has an 
effect on 


economical conditions of a locality, 
Mr. Reynolds declared. 
To illus- 


trate, he mentioned the river tem- 
mmal at Dubuque, which was first 
thought of as a necessity for navi- 
ation. It has produced a revenue, 
in addition to fulfilling requirements, 
as an aid to navigation and move- 
ment of cargoes. Dubuque profits at 
the rate of 15 cents a ton.

Cathedral Of Rheims 


Is "Bible In Stone 


Rheims Cathedral 


The magnificient Rheims cathedral 


the beauty of its medieval architec- 
ture marred by bombardments of the 
World War, still towers majestically 
over'the quaint French village bear- 
ing its name. 


Built in the 13th century, the mas- 


sive cathedral became famous as the 
church in which French kings were 
crowned. It was the most magnifi- 
cent church in all Europe. 


The facade was a masterpiece of 


the middle ages. 
More than 2300 


statues and statuettes in the e^quis- 
ite embroidery of sculpture made No- 
tre Dame of Rheuns known as a 
"Bible in stone." The longest cathe- 
dral in,France, its dimensions are 
480 feet by 160 feet. 


The present cathedral" is the third 


to occupy its site. The first church, 
in which St. Remy baptized King 
Clovis on Christmas Day, 496 A. D., 
was destroyed by fire in the ninth 
century. The church which succeed- 
ed it burned in 1211. And; continuing 
the tragedies, the present cathedral 
caught fire in 1841, but, although its 


lead roof and five lead spires melted 
to the streets, its sculpture escaped. 


Recairs were being made when the 


German army swept into Rheims on 
Sept. 4, 1914. The GPT»>->T,S filled 
part of the church with straw to bee 
down their "wounded, but later re- 
treated to the heights outside the 
city and began bombarding it. 


Incendiary 
shells, 
crashing 


through its roof, turned the cathe- 
dral into a roaring furnace. For days 
at a time, shells rained against it a1 
the rate of 20 an hour for 10 hours 
a day. It was estimated that a totaT 
of 30,000 shells fell directly into it. 


When the smoke of the war clec' 


ed away, the cathedral was onlj ; 
tragic husk of its former self. The 
work of restoration oegan. John D 
Rockefeller, Jr., gave large sums and 
many governments contributed. Skill- 
ed workmen pieced together parts of 
the broken, windows.' Statues were 
repaired, a new altar built and gap- 
ing holes smoothed over until today 
the great structure somewhat ap- 
proaches its former beauty.

points in the county on state and 
federal highways last Friday indi- 
cates that the heaviest travel was 
on Highway 26 as compared with 
the counts taken on Highways 55 
and 10.

en by the county highway depart- 
ment on orders from the state high- 
way department. The counts were 
the last of a series of nine taken 
at the same points throughout the 
past season. The count on Highway 
!6 was taken just west of Greenville, 
on Highway 55, just south of Sey- 
mour; and on Highway 10, near the 
"Waupaca-co line. 


On Highway 25, the count showed
